London, Oct. 0. — The second ballots, 
which lake place in 180 constituencies 
in FliuiUQ to-day. excite the least pos- 
sible interest in IHiiglaml, ami appeal' to 
1)0 reyanlcil I hroitgliotlt Kraiice mill ill 
Paris itself with nothing approaching 
the usual Bxoitenioiit: The feeling 
seems to have become general that tbe 
republic is now iirinly established for 
many years, anil whatever may be the 
result of to-day's Imllnt France will 
maintain her existing form of govern- 
ment intact. Ilotilnnger is no longer a 
factor in any French political proulein, 
Those who liave heretofore been his 
warmest political friends are to-duy 
ready to accept an explanation 
of the general's disastrous over- 
throw at the polls, which is 
anything but creditable to their former 
chief. Utterly unable to comprehend 
that tho French people should have re- 
pudiated themselves and their revolu- 
tionary schemes, they now insist that 
tin- ileal is due entirely to the failure 
of Bouluilger in using huge sums which 
liiul been given him to aid in carrying 
the elections for the purposes for which 
they were Intended. It is openly 
charged thai the brave general has been 
quietly stowing away millions of francs 
which his wealthy dupes poured into 
his coffers while he let tho elections 
take enro of themselves, Boulanger 
takes pains tn create the impression that 
he is impoverished, but Ins diBgusted 
allies make uo secret of their belief that 
he has carefully nursed his hank ac- 
count lit the expense of his own ami 
their political prospects.

The Wife of Rev. Donald MeKae Dies In 
(■rent Agony— Excitement Over the 
Terrible Deed. 



The following despatches from St. 
John, N, B., give particulars of the 
great poisoning case there, which bus 
already resulted in the death of one 
victim, Mrs. McRue: A terrible at- 
tempt at wholesale poisoning has just 
occurred here, the victims being mem- 
bers from the families of various Protes- 
tant clergymen, only three of whom fell 
victims, the remainder being warned 
the day previous by letters, advising 
tltem not to accept any confectionery 
of any kind that might be sent to them, 
unless they knew where it came from. 

Wednesday the wife of Rev. I) ild 

Mcltao died suddenly after having been 
seized with spasms. It became known 
she bad been the victim of poison sent 
tliroueh the mails in a box of confec- 
tionery on Wednesday morning. The 
box was delivered by u policeman at 
Rev. McKae's residence, the servant re- 
ceiving und handing it to Mrs. McRae. 
It is believed that she ate of the confec- 
tionery, ami died in conseqnence. The 
attending physician, Dr. Christie, being 
of the opinion that her symptoms were 
those of poisoning by strychnine. 

A box was handed to Mr. W. l'\ 
Best, public analyst, and his analysis 
resulted in finding enough strychnine in 
each pieee to kill any person partaking 
of it. Further inquiries led to the dis- 
closure Unit three Protestant clergy- 
men. Rev. Donald McRae, Rev. J. 
Desoyre and Rev. K. J. Dernstadt, bad 
each similar packages sent to their ad- 
dress, the object bcinn the wholesale 
poisoning of themselves and families. 
The box in each case appears to have 
been a Bmall white one three or four 
inches square and having no other 
marks than the address and six cents in 
postage stamps. The hand writing seen 
upon the fatal packages is the same. 
Several of the servants and children of 
the ministers are seriously ill, but the 
bad taste of the candy saved them from 
over Indulgence, and consequently the 
loss of their lives. Dr. McRae is 
prostrated and the city is wild with ex- 
citement. 

THE EXCITEMENT, 

The excitement over the poison sen- 
sation increases. The confectionery 
trade of the city has been at a ridicul- 
ous standstill for two days. Every 
effort tp trace the offenders is being 
made, ami both the city and the pro- 
vincial governments have announced u 
reward of 5?1,(H)() apiece for detection. 
ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 

A later despatch says : Wm. Mc- 
Donald, a young man, ami until recent- 
ly private secretary to Mr. Shaugh- 
ncssy, assistant general manuger of the 
Cattail inn Pacific railway, has been ar- 
rested at St. John, KB,, for sending 
poisoned candies which killed Mrs. 
McRae. McDonald is well connected 
nml it is said he is Buffering from re- 
ligious mania, Several other ministers' 

wives also received boxes which it was 
proved contained candies with strych- 
nine. McDonald was working in a con- 
fectionery manufactory after leaving the 
railroad.

HOW THE CZAR TRAVELS. 
Otlicials telegrams from Krcclensbuig, 
received at Potsdam and the foreign 
ollice to-night, say the Czar will start 
for Berlin Tuesday next. The chief of 
the Czar's secret police passed through 
I5ci lin to-day on his way to Kiel. He is 
accompanied by the inspector of imper- 
ial trains. The Czar's special train, once 
owned by the Empress Eugenic, lies nt 
the station here, having come from Wir- 
bullen. 

There are swarms of Russian police 
here, at Kiel and at the stations along 
the proposed route. Russian troops 
line the rails from Wirballento Moscow. 
The precautions taken far excel those 
oii the occasion of the former visit of the 
Czar, and are due to his intense fears 
of an attempt on his life. The Czarina 
leaves Copenhagen October 12 for Kon- 
[gsburg, rejoining the Czar ut some point 
on the homeward journey. 

THE KAISEIl'S VISIT TO TURKEY. 

The preparations being made at Con- 
stantinople for the reception of Emperor 
William indicate a prolonged stay, it 
is reported that it« will remain two 
weeks at the Turkish capital. He will 
be accompanied by Count liismarck, 
The visit of tho emperor is attributed lu 
an intention to impure into the condi- 
tion of the Turkish army and Lest tho 
statement of German officers that the 
Porte is still able to maintain a standing 
army of 200,000.

ronized by women of the unfortunate 
class is severely censured. The recom- 
mendation of the commit tee has still to 
be acted upon by the council, ami in the 
meantime the whole subject of the duty 
of society to these unfortunates is being 
ventilated in the newspapers. The no- 
tion of the committee is mildly praised 
by most of the fashion, ami enthusiasti- 
cally endorsed by the clergy and church 
people, but others are loudly asking 

"what good is accomplished by driving 

these poor women into the streets?" 
Certainly the evil which this 
highly moral committee undertake to 
correct has never been touched by 
former attempts of this sort, and it Is 
pointed out th.it until the authorities 
are prepared to deal with the whole 
question In some intelligent and com- 
prehensive spirit such crude and ill- 
digested measures as the closing of 
well conducted and otherwise respect- 
able and orderly resorts, simply be- 
cause they are frequented by 
women of an objectionable class, are 
worse than useless. A meeting has 
lieen arranged for next Friday, to be 
presided over by Cardinal Manning 
and the Bishop of London, at 
which the action of the licensing 
committee of the council is to lie sus- 
tained.

A STRANGE VISITOR. 

A Carrier Pigeon Alights oil the Steamship 
City or Puebla While at Sen. 

On the last trip of the steamship City 
of Puebla to this city from San Fran- 
cisco, when oil' Duxbury reef a pigeon 
was seen to alight in the forward rig- 
ging and a few minutes afterwards it 
Hew to the deck. ltwasubout 11 
o'clock on the morning of October 2nd, 
and nearly all the passengers were on 
deck. Purser Byers was one of those 
who noticed the strange bird, and he, 
us well as all the others, were greatly 
surprised when on going to where the 
pigeon was it made no attempt to es- 
cape from him. He caught it and tak- 
ing to the saloon found on its legs two 
metal bands. On the one on its left leg 
were the mysticul marks " B. 
"i717. " On the right leg was 
a likewise mystical inscription , 
" If. 151." The bird was a full-blooded 
carier pigeon and its strange appearance 
at the point in question caused much 
speculation as to how it canio there. 
The point was fully twenty-five miles 
from San Francisco and over five miles 
from land. The passengers searched 
the papers over to see if any account of 
a carrier pigeon's flight was published. 
In the Sail Francisco Chronicle of Octo- 
ber 1st was a short dispatch stating 
that four carrier pigeons had been turned 
loose at Sacramento. Two had returned, 
but two were missing. So the inference 
drawn was that this was one of the 
birds and had lost its way in a fog and 
gone to sea. The bird was cared for 
and is now on board the Puebla. It 
will be taken back to San Francisco and 
turned loose. 

All on board say that the bird was an 
omen of good luck, for the passage up 
was an excellent one. Pleasant weather 
was encountered all the way, apd the 
Puebla, or ' 1 lelmey 's Ark,' as it is called, 
made the trip from 'Frisco to the Vic- 
toria dock in Til hours and 20 minutes.

ft is of course not for us to say 
Whether the judgment of the Chief- 
Justice in the case of the Government 
against the City of Victoria will be con- 
firmed by the higher courts or not. 
The ways of the law are mysterious, 
and what appears to a layman to lie an 
unassailable decision is sometimes over- 
turned on account of some oversight or 
some technical defect unpercelvable by 
all but professional eyes. Hut what- 
ever ntuy be the merits of his lordship's 
decision from a legal point of view, wo 
have no hesitation in saying that it is 
from the stand-point of common sense 
and equity, sound and just. It is un- 
questionably right and fair that the 
towns of the provinces enjoying, under 
the law, more and greater educational 
advantages than the rural districts 
should pay something towards tlie sup- 
port of their own schools. And we be- 
lieve that the majority of the ratepayers 
of the city are of this same opinion. 
They look upon the requirements of the 
law to be reasonable and fair. This 
was shown at the lust bye-election when 
the opposition candidate based his 
claim for support almost solely upon 
the ground that he was oppose 
to the policy which the Government bu 
pursued in this matter. The candidate 
who made, what is generally very eft'ec 
tive, an appeal to the pockets of the 
electors, was beaten. The majority of 
the electors of Victoria showed by their 
votes that they were willing to pay 
towards the support of their schools all 
that the law required, We again direct 
attention to this because the fact that 
the city of Victoria has refused, and per- 
sists in refusing, to pay the contribution 
towards the support of its schools pre- 
scribed by the law is looked upon as o 
reproueh to its inhabitants by ti news 
paper in a neighboring city. And it is 
a reproach, but not to the ratepayers 
They have shown that they do not ap- 
prove of the action taken by the Corpo 
ration with respect to the contribution 
in support of the schools. 

The remarks of our contemporary, 
the Vancouver News-Advertiser, on the 
decision of the Supreme Court are well 
worthy the attention of our readers : 

"The argument," says the News-Ad- 
vertiser, ' in favor of the provision of the 
'Public Schools Amendment Act, 1888,' 
which authorizes this levy, is, that as 
the cities referred to have greater 
educational facilities provided for them 
by the Government than arc accorded to 
the people of the smaller towns and rur- 
al districts of the province, it is only 
fair that they should contribute some 
share of this additional expenditure 
which they receive from the Provincial 
Treasury. This is a proposition which 
commends itself to every reasonable 

E arson as fair and equitable, and the 
cgislatura took the same view. Van-

■•"ft l|ij 10 Qourt holds that the plea urged 
by the corporation of Victoria, that, the 
tax discriminated against that city, can- 
not be sustained, inasmuch as the same 
tax is levied on the other cities in the 
Province, which receive similar odea- 
tionul advantages to those possessed by 
Victoriu. This decision is in consonance 
with a reasonable view of the matter, 
and it is satisfactory to find that the 
Government is sustained. As ti matter 
of general policy the provisions of the 
Act arc, we consider, eminently proper 
and fuir to the cities which are required 
to contribute. It is not a very ihijni-

school in that QITV. Yet this is prac- 
tically what the corporation in doing by 
its refusal to comply with the act." 

As wo have shown, the action of the 
electorate at the recent, bye-election 
proves that (ho citizens of Victoria do 
not deserve the reproach convoyed in 
the last sentences of the above extract. 
The triumphant return of the Attorney- 
General on this very Issue proves most 
clearly that the Mayor ami the Board 
of Aldermen are, in their resistance to 
the law, not at one with the majority of 
the taxpayers of the city. We are proud 
to be able to say. this, n is one of the 
many proofs that the city government, 
of Victoria is in liberality and in intel- 
ligence far below the average of the 
electors. 

The fact that the school policy of the 
Government was approved by the citi- 
wjiih of Viutoiiu at the polls takes thu 
•ting out of the censure contained in the 



conclttding-seiitence of the Advertiser's 
article. 

"It is satisfactory to know that Van- 
couver hits acted in a reasonable manner 
in this matter . . . The action of the 
ciliscensofthU place will compare still more 
favorably witli the position taken by the 
people in other cities, when it is remem- 
bered that up to this time Vancouver 
has not possessed a High School. The 
interest felt in the matter of education 
in Vancouver, and the promptitude dis- 
played by her citizens in complying 
with the act, show tliut they are in ad- 
vance of the other portions of the pro- 
vince in this respect, and it would, 
therefore, seem that the selection of this 
place as the location of the proposed 
university would he most suitable. ' 

As the citizens of Victoria, with re- 
gard their willingness to support edu- 
cation, do not Buffer by comparison with 
those of Vancouver the conclusion to 
which our contemporary arrives is not 
logical. But the mistake wiib u, natural 
one, and should impress the citizens of 
Victoria with the importance of having 
u city government that does not mis- 
represent them. 

THE AKRQQANOE OF PREJU- 
DICE. 

The way in which Frederick Douglass 
was treated by men presumably edit 
cated and occupying the position of gen 
tleinen, shows what, a hold pride of race 
and class prejudice has on the American 
mind. Frederick Douglass is a gentle- 
man. Ho is a gentleman, too, of ability, 
culture and refinement. There is not 
one white man in ten thousand who, ac- 
cording to the white man's own stand 
ard, has as good a title to social rccog 
nit ion and to thu respect of the commit 
nity in which he lives as Frederick 
Douglass. Here is what is said of him 
by an American contemporary, the 
Oregotuaii, whose article on the "Aris 
tocracy of Skin" docs it and the city in 
which it is so highly prized infinite 
credit; 

" Mr. Douglass," says the Ortigoniaif, 
" is a line looking mulatto. His father 
was a United States Senator. He was 
a slave who escaped to New Bedford, 
where he worked as a .stevedore under 
the protection of the Quakers. He 
acquired an excellent education by his 
own efforts, rose to great fame as an 
orator, became the editor of an able 
newspaper at Rochester, X. V., 
acquired a handsome property, visit- 
ed England, where he was tender- 
ed, not only all the public hospitality 
extended to other eminent Americans, 
but was invited to dinner by English 
gentlemen of the highest rank and cul- 
ture, men who would not t hink of open- 
ing their doors to an obscure navy snob 
like Commander Kellogg. Mr. Douglass 
has been United States Marshal and 
Register of Deeds for the District of 
Columbia, presidential elector, and has 
dined with more than one President of 
the United States. He has enjoyed the 
friendship and private hospitality of 
Lincoln, Seward, Sumner, Wendall 
Phillips, Horace Greeley, Governor An- 
drews, Roseoe Conkling and other emin- 
ent statesmen. He is a polished gen- 
tleman in his manners, his conversa- 
tional powers arc remarkable, be is a 
man of wit mid humor and he has lt-d a 
decent and upright life. Measured by 
every standard that determines a man, 
he is the superior of Commander Kel- 
logg and the equal of any officei in the 
American navy. He can write and 
speak the English languge as well as 
any college-bred man In the country, 
and a great deal better than the ma- 
jority of the children of colleges; he is 
one of the first orators in America; he is 
as much a self-made man as Lincoln; lie 
has surmounted more difficulties and 
has displayed more versatile ability than 
Garfield. Measured by all moral, phy- 
sical, intellectual, spiritual and educa- 
tional tests, Douglass is an American gen- 
tleman." 

Vet this American nobleman of Na- 
ture's make is treated by a pack of 
siunll-inmded, vulgar snobs, who have 
nothing to boast of but their white skin, 
as an inferior, The}' lefuse to sit at the 
same table with him or even to occupy 
the same railway carriage. Such in- 
solence and arrogance as this only go to 
show how far below Frederick Douglass 
are the men who are so small minded 
and so puffed up with a sense of their 
own superiority (for which there are 
no grounds whatever) as to treat this 
trusted servant of the State, this 
complished gentleman, with greatercon- 
tumely than they would dare treat the 
most unmitigated blackguard that 
travels, provided be had a white skin 
and wore a good coat. There ore class 
distinctions among ourselves which are 
senseless enough, goodness knows, but 
there are none so hateful, so utterly 

senseless and so abominably offensive as 
this. There arc men and women on this 
side of the line who, without any claim 
to superiority that will stand a tingle 
moment's examination, regard them- 
selves lis the superior* of their fellow- 
citizens. Their pretentions and their 
airs are insolent enough sometimes, but 
if they ventured to treat, any man of 
talent and respectability, to say noth- 
ing of official position, as the officers 
of the Ossipee treated, or threatened to 
treat, Frederick Douglass they would 
bring down upon themselves the indig- 
nation of the whole community, and 
they would be made to feel that there 
is a line beyond which snobbishness dare 
not pass. After all who are these men 
who presumed to treat this aged anil ac- 
complished gentleman in a way that 
wuulU orlng lepi-oacli on a company ol 

ignorant boors or a gang of city roughs ! 
We venture to say if their descent and 
antecedents had been investigated very 
few of them, even according to the silly 
and .stupid standard of what is called 
" society," have any claim to bo con- 
sidered gentlemen. We have, no doubt, 
that the old proverb of " the beggar 
upon horseback " would lit tin; great 
majority of tbein to ft T. 



and not Oinada, that has become de- 
populated, and. thut it is New England, 
and not Ontario or the Maritime 
Provinces of the Dominion, that is 
under the necessity of sending to 
Europe for people to cultivate 
the farms that have been abandoned by 
the natives of the country. If such a 
thing bud happened in Canada the Jere- 
miahs of the Dominion would have set 
up a doleful cry. Wo would have heard 
of the decadence of Camilla from a hun- 
dred platforms ; the wail would have 
heon taken up by candidates on the 
hustings and repeated in the House of 
Commons. Lamentations would have 
been seen in the newspapers and the 
Government would have been accused 
of driving the country to destruction. 
The capital that would have been made 
out of the shipload or two of Scandina- 
vian immigrants would have been suf- 
ficient for at least half a dozen election 
campaigns. But as the depopulation 
and consequent immigration have taken 
place in the United States we hear very 
little about them. They are regarded 
as mere local disturbances which have 
no appreciable effect on the progress and 
prosperity of the whole country. This 
is of course the proper view to take of 
the emigration from the rural districts 
of New England, It is, perhaps, some- 
thing to be deplored, for many of the 
farmers who left comfortable homes 
where they were making a good 
living, will very likely never ' be 
so well off again, ami their chil- 
dren will not be SO well reared 
in any respect as if they had remained 
on the old homesteads. Rut this is a 
local disturbance and the unhappy con- 
sequences are felt by a comparatively 
few individuals. The whole country 
continues its properous career and every 
year is becoming richer ami more 
powerful notwithstanding these little 
social whirlpools anil counter-currents, 
lint why is the reasoning which is con- 
sidered sound when applied to viscissi- 
tildes in the United States, not accepted 
as equally sound when local stagnation 
or retrogression in Canada is to be ac- 
counted for t The Dominion is prosper- 
ing. D is better oil' this year than it 
was ten years ago, and ten years hence 
it will occupy a far higher and more 
important position in the world than it 
does now. Hut if tliere was any truth 
in the croakings of the croakers ami in 
the waitings of the prophets of evil, it 
would lung ere this have gone to wreck 
and ruin. 

Tip judge whether a country is ad- 
vancing or standing still or falling be- 
hind, it must In; looked at from some 
considerable elevation, and as a whole. 
The man who judges of the entire nation 
by what is going on in his immediate 
neighbourhood will be sure to he con- 
tinually making the grossest and most 
stupid blunders.

THE SALMON PACK. 

To the Editor: — In Sunday's issue 
on "Tlie Salmon l'uck," you state that 
"the low. far is estimated at sixty 
licr cent." This is u mistuke, as the 
Alaska pack for 1889 undoubtedly ex- 
ceeds that of liny former year. The 
.San Francisco Weekly Bulletin of 2">th 
September publishes details of the re- 
cuipts of Alaska salmon at San Francis- 
co this season, and instead of 136,675 
as Htntcd by you, the total so fur is 
264,976 cages against '2<)8,!MM> at the 
same date 1888, which is a surplus of 
over '2i"> per cent instead of a shortage of 
Ml per cent, The Bulletin states that 
" last year l".'t,4()0 puses were received 
after September 22nd?-' If we only get 
that quantity from this time on the re- 
ceipts this year will be 4:t8,-HX) eases 
against 382.300 etfses in 1888, but if the 
shipments keep up in proportion for 
1889 the Aluska catch will turn out to 
be between 475,000 and 600,000 cases. 
The probability seems to bo that the 
Columbia river pack of 18811 will fall 
short of that of 1888 by 50,000 cases, 
but that the Alaska pack of 188!) will 
exceed that of last year by 100,000 cases, 
and that tliis year's increase of tl 
British Columbia pack over last year's 
pack will be about 250,000 cases. 

It is a conservative est! mat 
reckon the pack of 18811 as HOO.OOO cases 
larger than that of any previous year in 
the history of the salmon canning bitsi 
U68S. 

The misrepresentation of the Exatni 
net in under-estimating the Alaska sal- 
mon puck is probably made to benefit 
interested parties in California and to 
enable the Alaska canners to market 
their catch ahead of that portion at 
present unsold of the British Columbia 
cttoli. 

Of course the enormous excess of this 
year's catch must break prices, but as 
the niurgin nf profit is large it is sound 
policy for the British Columbia canners 
to close out the balance of their catch 
ahead of their Alaska competitors in- 
stead of holding on a falling market.

A stranger visiting this town would 
be surprised to ace the amount of wheat 
being delivered at the Columbia Milling 
Co.'s storehouse. A few years ago a 
number of the farmers did not produce 
their own flour, but now they have 
many tons for sale, Mr. P. Ellison alone 
having threshed about 140 tons of grain 
this fall. 

.J. A. Coryell, C. E. , accompanied by 
P. II. Barnes, for guide, has gone to 
locate a trail from ('berry Creek to the 
Arrow Lakes. This trail, when con- 
structed next year, will be a great boon 
to Okanagon particularly and the in- 
terior generally, opening up as it will 
a market hitherto closed to these parts, 
anil securing it for British Columbia. 

Mr. Fannin of the provincial museum, 
and Mr. Campbell, merchant of Vic- 
toria, are expected from the mountains, 
whither they went ten days ago to hunt 
cariboo. Mr. Fannin disdained taking 
a horse, and is doing his travelling on 
shank's mare. 

The hist load of machinery for Messrs. 
Molntyre, Vernon & Rishie's quartz 
mill, nt Cherry ('reek, passed through a 
few dbys ago. It is hoped they will get 
it set up anil tested ere winter. 

It is reported some of the claims on 
Siwash Creek are panning out pretty 
well, but very little dust has been seen 
here recently. 

The threshing season is nearly over 
for this year, and already one or two 
machines arc laid on the shelf. One is 
threshing on the Indian reserve. One 
Indian threshed this fall about eighty 
tons of grain and another over fifty. 
The Dominion government should bring 
in an excursion party of their indolent 
wards from the Northwest and Mani- 
toba ami let them visit their brethren 
in Okanagon and Spallumcheen, where 
they might learn a lesson on indepen- 
dence and be self-supporting. Here, on 
the reserve, may be seen self-rake reap- 
ers, mowers, sulkey rakes, Bain wagons, 
buggies, sulkey plows, Sc. Besides 
raising grain they have more or less 
cattle, horses und hogs for sale. 

The farmers are busy sowing and pre- 
paring land for full wheat.

PICKED UP AT SEA. 

The Norcross Arrives with the Uhlr- 

wr rlf il Crow of the Win. UcQllvery. 

Vo" staunch and fast British ship 
Not Jioi:;., dpt. Roop, uiastef , which 
has been expected (or several (lays past, 
with a full general cargo from London, 
consigned to Messrs. Turner, Boetou k 
Co., arrived in Esquimau harbor on 
Sunday, 146 days out. 

Capt. Roop kindly furnishes thu fol- 
lowing account of tho trip. Ho says; 
Wo left Gruvcsend on May 12th at 
noon, and were ten days getting out of 
the channel on account of light winds 
and calms. On Juno 13th we crossed 
the equator with very light southeast 
trade winds. From the River Platte to 
to Staten Island we met with heavy 
gales. Wo, passed, through the Straits 
of Le Maire on July 131st, and at !) a. in. 
on August 7th in lot, tl S., long. 78 VV., 
sighted the American ship William Mc- 
Gflvery Hying a Hag of distress. We 
wore ship and stood towards her, and 
they signalled that their ship was leak- 
ing. It was blowing a gale, with a very 
heavy sea running at tho time. We 
stood by them, and at about 4 p.m., the 
wind and sea moderating a little, they 
put over two boats and came 
down to our ship. The sea 
was still too rough for a boat 
to come alongside, so wo bent a 
life-buoy on u rope anil let it, float 
astern. They caught it in the boats 
and wo then sent them another lino 
which one of the men in the boats fas- 
tened around his waist and then jump- 
ed info the sea. We hauled him on 
board and repeated tho performance 
until we had all of the Met lilvery's 
people, '21 in all, on the deck of tho 
Norcross. 

The leaking ship was the William 

McGilvery of Searsport, Me., dipt. 
Dunbar, bound from Pisoqua for New 
York with a cargo of nitrate. Sin., was 

of 1,210 tons register and was built at 
Searsport in IS70. Her owners were 
Messrs. John Nichols & Co. At the 
time of her loss her cargo consisted of 
1 ,700 Ions, mid, springing a leak, she 
settled very rapidly in the water. The 
weather was very rough, and the ship 
strained badly. For eleven days the 
crew labored night and day at, the 
pumps, but, despite their incessant 
work, the water gained steadily on 
t hem. Sighting the Norcross, Capt. 
Dunbar determined to abandon his own 

ve.-srl, an. I. after a hard tight with the 
waves, the entire crew reached the Nor- 
crossiusufety. The twenty -one men com- 
posing the crew saved nothing but their 
lives from the sinking ship. The Chi- 
nese cook, when he saw that deliver- 
ance was at hand, quickly made up a 
pile of all the valuables on board, in- 



cluding all his own elfects, and was 
transferring everything into one of the 
boats, when the Captain tumbled the 
pile over into tho sea, remarking that 
the boats would do well if they carried 
the crew to safety, and no one should 
jeopardize tho lives of tho rest by try- 
ing to save anything. 

tin the 10th of August eight of the 
shipwrecked crew were placed on board 
the ship Indian Empire, bound for 
[qiliqui, while Capt. Dunbar and the 
balance of his men were brought on to 
Victoria. The line in the Pacific was 
crossed on Sept. 4th, and live days later 
we were struck by a heavy sea, which 
broke on board fore and aft, doing some 
damage. Fortunately no very serious 
harm was done, however, and we ar- 
rived here all right and anchored in 
Royal Roads on October otli, glad to be 
among our Victoria friends again. 

Yesterday afternoon ('apt. Dunbar 
made a Statement to U. S. Consul 
Stevens of the loss of his ship, and his 
crew were comfortably provided for at 
the California Hotel. Both he mid his 
men say that they cannot praise too 
highly the hospitality and open-hearted 
kindness shown them by Capt. Roop, 
whom they pronounce one of the most 
generous and big-hearted men that ever 
lived. All who know the Captain will 
agree that his virtues arc not overrated 
by the men of the shipwrecked crew,
